TILE SHOOTING, 
The editor was heard by the com- 
ositors entering the sanctum. A

tle door to the printing office, came 
and closed it, looking hurriedly 
beck inte the sanctum through the 
Haines of glass in the door, moving 
nis head frou: side to side as if he was 
cither dodging something or trying 
to vet a better view of Landis. Fie 
paused only atoment and then ran 
towards the other door through the 
harrow way between the type racks 
atong the wall and the imposing 
‘tone. ‘Pine distance between these 
doors, as before stated, is eleven feet.

Landis sprang through the doorway, 
took onelony stride forward, thrust 
his right hand out and fired before 
aby one even saw that he held a pis- 
tel. Carruth, without a word, drop- 
ned instantly on his face within 
two feet of the door of escape,.
